In California there are only three forms of Roses grown—BUSH, CLIMBING 
and TREE or STANDARD. The first is(as the name indicates) of bush form, 
branching from the ground; the Tree Rose is budded on a stem of the Wild Rose, 
which has been trained up for this purpose three, four and sometimes five feet 
from the ground. The latter are usually preferred for planting on the lawn as 
they are out of the way of the lawn-mower for one reason, and are certainly more 
showy for such places than the Bush Roses. To grow a standard of salable size 
usually takes three or four years; hence the difference in price. Bush Roses are 
grown from slips or cuttings, or they are budded on some strong-growing 
sort. Some varieties being of weakly growth require to be worked in this 
style. There is really, however, not much difference in the quality or 
quantity of the blossoms.
